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TO SAVE OLD FRIGATE 


Societies Urge That Consteüatio» 
Be Saved From Decay. 


Famous Craft W as Launched in 1797, 
and Fought Agairwt French Pri­ 
vateers and Through W ar 
of 1812. 


Newport, R. 1.— The frigate Constel 
latlon, Truxton’s gallant 
old 
ship, 
which cleaned the Atlantic of French 
privateers and struck the colors of 
many a hostile craft in the W a r of 
1812, lies off Newport, R. I., in very 
poor condition. 
Many patriotic so­ 
cieties are pressing the navy départ­ 
ement to see to it that she is pre­ 
served. 
The Constellation is now used as 
a receiving ship, but she soon will be 
taken out of commission and brought 
to Annapolis. 
The navy department 
has no money to rebuild her old hulk, 
and unless a patriotic sentiment de­ 
mands her preservation the once mag­ 
nificent old frigate w ill become a rot­ 
ting wreck of old timbers and moss. 
T h : Constellation was 
built 
by 
David 
Stodert 
at 
Baltim ore 
and 
launched September 7, 179 7. 
She was 
161 feet long, forty-foot beam, 1,265 
tons and cost $314,212. 
She carried 
twenty-eight twenty-four-pounders 
in 
the main 
deck battery and twelve 
twelve-pounders on the spar deck. 
In 
June, 179 8, she sailed under command 
of Capt. Thomas Truxton for a cruise 
between Cape Henry and the coast of 
Florida. 
In August she, in company 
with the Baltimore, convoyed a fleet 
of sixty merchant vessels in safety 
from Havana to the 
United States. 
On February 9, 179 9 , the Constella­ 
tion captured the French frigate In ­ 
surgent« 
In January, 1800, she sailed for the 
Island of Guadaloupe, which was the 
headquarters of 
the 
French 
priva­ 
teers, and on February 1, 7 :30 a. m., 
she gave chase to the French frigate 
Vengeance. 
After chasing the entire 
day she came within hailing at 8 p. m. 
and for four hours there was a lively 
fight, the 
Constellai ion 
losing 
her 
mainmast, every shroud being shot 
away. 
In the excitement the French 
ship escaped In the darkness, and the 
Constellation was obliged 
to 
make 
her way to Jam aica to refit. 
Under the command of Capt. Alex 
ander M urray she was sent to the 
Mediterranean during the war with 
the Barbary powers In the squadron 
of Commodore R. V. Morris. 
In January, 1813, she sailed from 
Washington under command of Capt. 
Charles Stewart, and dropped down 
to Hampton Roads, only to find such 
a strong force of British ships block­ 
ading as to make it impossible to get 
to sea, and was shut in during the 
stirring years of this war with Great 
Britain. 
The Constellation was at the Ports­ 
mouth navy yard until March. 1862, 
when she was sent to the Mediter­ 
ranean 
under 
conftnand of Commo­ 
dore Henry K. Thatcher, where she 
remained for the 
next 
two 
years. 
From 1865 to 1867 she was receiving 
ship at Norfolk, and from 1867 to 1870 
receiving ship 
at 
Philadelphia. 
In 
1871 she was practice and

academy

For several years she has been re­ 
ceiving ship at the Newport station.

Spokane, W ash.— A tale of the lov- 
U ty of an Indian squaw comes from 
Ellenburg, where “ Old Ju lia ’’ Hansen, 
as the whites know her, has donned 
her finery at 100 and is endeavoring 
to woo back the husband who has 
deserted her. She has attracted much 
attention on the streets as day by day 
she has sought the runaway. 
He has 
not returned to her yet, but she be­ 
lieves that his old love w ill be re­ 
awakened in time. 
Ju lia is the last 
of the 
chieftain- 
esses of the Sockley tribe of K itti­ 
tas Indians. 
She 
and 
her sisters 
have been well known to the white 
settlers since the region 
wfas 
first 
invaded. 
The three 
of them 
once 
owned more than 1,000 horses and 
much land, but 
the 
property 
was 
largely dissipated by the husbands, 
who w’ere unable to withstand white 
temptations. 
These 
derelictions, 
how'ever, did 
not shake the lwyalty 
of the squaws. 
Old Nancy, another of 
the sisters, for years led her blind 
husband about with every evidence of 
devotion, so that they become know’n 
as the Darby and Joan of Kittitas 
Valley. 
Ju lia met her husband more than 
eighty years ago at one of the great 
councils of the Kittitas tribe.

Minister of Marine Gives W arning on 
the Violation 
of Safety 
Regulations. 
___ 


Paris, France.— That the French law 
of 19 08— calling for safety drills on 
passenger steamships at sea— is not 
i obeyed in spirit Is the declaration of 
M. Delcasse, the French minister of 
marine, In a letter just addressed to 
the maritime authorities throughout 
France. 
The intention of the law is that 
these drills shall be held without pre­ 
vious warning to^passengers or crew, 
so that they may be a really effective 
test in the efficiency of the safety reg­ 
ulations.

French Authorities are Moved by Fre­ 
quency cf Fatal Accidents to 
Army Aviators. 


Paris.— Gravely concerned 
at 
the 
frequency of fatal accidents to army 
aviators, the French minstry of wrar 
has extended its patronage to a com­ 
petition organized by the Union 
of 
Safety of Aviators, by offering a prize 
of $S0,000 to the inventor of an appara­ 
tus which shall afford 
satisfactory 
guarantees from the point of view of 
safety in flying. 
An announcement to this effect was 
made in the chamber of deputies 
by 
Colonel Hirzschauer, head of the army 
air corps. 
The vital question of the 
safety of aviators, said the 
colonel, 
was one of the principal preoccupa­ 
tions of the administration. 
As com­ 
pared with the first six months of 
19 11, the first half of this year show­ 
ed about the same number of acci­ 
dents, but the number of army avia­ 
tors had doubled, as had the total dis­ 
tance of their flights— 404,300 miles in 
all. 
Great progress had also been made 
in the strength of 
machines. 
Con­ 
struction and purchases 
were 
most 
strictly supervised, dynamic and fly­ 
ing tests were being carried out, and 
the opening of a great open-air labora­ 
tory at I ’au, where high-speed 
ma­ 
chines could be tested over a meas­ 
ured mile course, was under consider 
ation. 
Strict inquiries were held into 
every Incident and the causes ascer­ 
tained 
wherever possible.

Lieutenant General M acArthur was 
sixty-seven y e a r s of age.

Springfield, Mass., .him- 2, 18 45. the 
son of Arthur M acArthur and his wife, 
Aurelia Belcher. 
The family moved to 
Milwaukee and the boy was educated 
In the public schools there, and by 
private tutors. 
In 1862, when he via- 
seventeen, Governor Salomon of W is­ 
consin gave him a commission as ad­ 
jutant and lieutenant, and he joined 
the 
Twenty-fourth 
Wisconsin 
regi­ 
ment. 
H«‘ rapidly gain« d promotion 
for bravery. 
He was wounded at the battle of 
Franklin, Tenn , and received the rank 
of lieutenant colonel for his work on 
that day. 
At the close of the civil war 
he received a commission as lieuten­ 
ant In the regular arm y and spent the 
next twenty years fighting Indians. In 
1900 he became a brigadier g neral in 
the regular arm y and was promoted 
to the rank of major general a year

He remained in the Philippines 
until December, 1901, when he assum­ 
ed command of the department of the 
Colorado.
